CAPTAIN HELD HOSTAGE 
BY PIRATES RESCUED IN 
DRAMATIC SHOOTOUT

MOMBASA, Kenya US. Navy 
snipers opened fire and 
killed three pirates holding 
an American captain at gun- 
point in a lifeboat, delivering 
the skipper unharmed and 
ending a five-day high-seas 
hostage drama on Easter 
Sunday 

The pirates were point- 
ing AK-47S at Capt, Richard 
Phillips and he was in “immi- 
nent danger” of being killed 
when the commander of the 
nearby USS Bainbridge made 
the split-second decision to 
order his men to shoot, Vice 
Adm, Bill Gortney said, 

Phillips’ crew, who said 
they had escaped the pirates 
after he offered himself 
as a hostage, erupted in 
cheers aboard their ship in 
Mombasa, Kenya, Some 
waved an American flag and 
fired flares in celebration, 

A lawn sign in the captain’s 
hometown of Underhill, Vt,, 
that read “Pray for Captain 
Phillips’ release and safe return home” was changed 
to read, “Capt, Phillips rescued and safe,” 

The US, Navy’s 5th Fleet said Phillips, 53, was 
resting comfortably after a medical exam on the 
San Diego-based USS Boxer in the Indian Ocean off 
the coast of Somalia, Gortney said the captain had 
been “tied up inside the lifeboat” over much of the 
ordeal, 

“I’m just the byline. The real heroes are the Navy, 
the Seals, those who have brought me home,” Phillips 
said by phone to Maersk Line Limited President and 
CEO John Reinhart, the company head told report- 
ers, A photo released by the Navy showed Phillips 
unharmed and shaking hands with the commanding 
officer of the USS Bainbridge, 

Gortney said a fourth pirate had been aboard 
the Bainbridge and negotiating with the Americans 
immediately before the rescue. The pirate was in 
military custody and US, officials said no decision 
had been made about how to charge him or where he 
could stand trial. 

The Defense Department twice asked President 
Obama for permission to use military force to rescue 
Phillips, most recently late Friday evening, US, offi- 
cials said. On Saturday morning, Obama signed off on 


the Pentagon’s request, as he had a day earlier, said the 
officials, who spoke on the condition of anonymity to 
discuss internal deliberations, 

“I share the country’s admiration for the bravery of 
Capt, Phillips and his selfless concern for his crew,” 
Obama said in his first comments on the situation, 
“His courage is a model for all Americans,” 

Crew members said their ordeal had begun 
Wednesday with the Somali pirates hauling them- 
selves up from a small boat bobbing on the surface of 
the Indian Ocean far below 
As the pirates shot in the air, Phillips told his crew 
to lock themselves in a cabin and surrendered himself 
to safeguard his men, crew members said, 

Phillips was then held hostage in an enclosed life- 


boat that was closely watched by US, warships and a 
helicopter in an increasingly tense standoff 

Talks to free Phillips began Thursday with the cap- 
tain of the Bainbridge talking to the pirates under 
instruction from FBI hostage negotiators on board 
the US, destroyer. 

The US, Navy assumed the pirates would try to get 
their hostage to shore, where they could have hidden 
him on Somalia’s lawless soil and been in a stron- 
ger position to negotiate a ransom. The pirates had 
threatened to kill Phillips if attacked, 

Phillips jumped out of the lifeboat Friday and tried 
to swim for his freedom but was recaptured when 
a pirate fired an automatic weapon at or near him, 
according to US, Defense Department officials.

Americans on board 
the destroyer USS 
Bainbridge saw the 
pirates had an AK-

the pirates’ heads 
and shoulders. The 
commander gave 
the split-second 
order: Fire. All three 
pirates were picked 
off. The captain was 
safe. 

As for how the crew 
of the seized Maersk 
Alabama managed 
to take one of the 
pirates hostage 
though they were 
unarmed, ATM Reza, 
a Connecticut father 
and member of the 
crew, led one of 
the pirates into the 
engine room. There, 
he says, he stabbed 
an icepick into the 
pirate’s hand. 

After Phillips 
was rescued, 
sailors aboard the 
Bainbridge passed 
along a message 
from his wife, 
Andrea: “Richard, 
your family loves 
you, your family 
is praying for you, 
and your family is 
saving a chocolate 
Easter egg for you, 
unless your son eats 
it first.” 

It was about 
midnight on the 
ocean, Thursday 
turning to Friday, 
when Phillips made 
a break for it, trying 
to elude his captors. 
He jumped out of 
the lifeboat and 
began to swim for 
his life. One of the 
captors fired an 
automatic weapon- 
perhaps at Phillips, 
perhaps only as a 
warning, either way 
enough to show that 
the pirates meant 
business. Phillips 
swam back to the 
lifeboat.

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Melee breaks loose 
at courthouse after 
cop charged in deadly 
crash granted bail

A raucous confrontation broke out Sunday 
outside Cook County Criminal Court after a 
Chicago police detective charged with caus- 
ing a deadly auto crash while driving drunk 
was ordered released on $500,000 bail. 

The fight highlighted the outrage underlying 
the case. As they streamed out of the hearing, 
many of the friends and relatives of the young 
victims were shouting and crying, angered 
that Joseph Frugoli, an 18 -year veteran of the 
Chicago Police Department, would be set free 
while the case makes its way through court. 

“If I hit your kids, it would be a different 
story!” one man shouted as Cook County 
Sheriff’s officers created a human barrier on 
the front steps of the courthouse. 

“Only $500,000 — that’s what two lives 
are worth?!” yelled another member of the 
crowd, referring to Andrew Cazares, 23, and 
Fans to Manzera, 21, the two men killed in the 
fiery crash. 

The stand-off came after the prosecutor 
and defense attorney laid out new claims 
about the crash and Frugoli— some of them 
conflicting. 

Frugoli, a burly man who appeared in court 
in jeans and a long-sleeve polo shirt, was 
released from custody Sunday after posting 
$50,000, 10 percent of the bail, said Steve 
Patterson, a spokesman for the Cook County 
Sheriff’s Office. 

The crash occurred around 3:30 a.m. Friday 
on the southbound Dan Ryan after Cazares 
pulled his car over to wait for help, possibly 
with a flat tire. 

John Dillon, an assistant Cook County 
state’s attorney who sought an “extremely high 
bond,” said Frugoli’s blood-alcohol level was 
0.277— more than three times the legal limit 
for driving— when his SUV crashed into the 
car, and that he was driving between 60 and 
65 mph, which was above the speed limit. 

According to witness accounts, Dillon said, 
the impact of the crash propelled the car 
forward as if it “had been shot from a cannon”

and to explode like “a bomb went off” 

When officials from the Illinois Department 
of Transportation arrived, Frugoli tried to flee 
the scene on foot until he was stopped by an 
official from the department, Dillon said. 

Frugoli’s defense attorney, Gregg Smith, 
said the car was stopped in the right-hand lane 
with its lights off, not pulled off to shoulder, 
as the prosecution said. Smith said there was 
no proof that Frugoli was speeding, and that 
he was not trying to flee when he started to 
walk away from the scene. 

“My client was disoriented,” Smith said. 

Frugoli, he insisted, “wasn’t trying to evade 
arrest.” 

Smith portrayed Frugoli as a committed 
police officer born and raised in Chicago 
whose strong family ties prevented him from 
being a flight risk. 




LOOKING BACK 

John Dillon, an 
assistant Cook County 
state’s attorney, said 
Joseph Frugoli, who 
has been relieved of 
his police powers, had 
a history of driving 
dangerously, pointing 
to a 2005 crash and a 
1990 speeding ticket. 

Last week, a Cook County judge ordered Frugoli 
to pay more than $7,000 in damages in a civil case 
involving the 2005 crash, in which Frugoli struck 
a 61-year-old man’s vehicle from behind on the 
Dan Ryan. Frugoli, who denied consuming alcohol 
before the crash, was cited for failure to reduce 
speed, but the ticket was dropped.

The woman was hit by a bullet, 
but it did not penetrate her 
skin, said News Affairs Officer 
Laura Kubiak. She did suffer a 
bruise and declined treatment 
from paramedics. The incident 
occurred before 8 a.m. in the 
2100 block of North Kedzie 
Avenue, Kubiak said.

All-American dreams

FOR REDEYE 

With a name like The All-American Rejects, 
you would think this quartet of twenty- 
something pop-rockers are slackers— breez- 
ing in and out of the studio when record 
execs and fans yearn for another song. 

That’s not the case for 
these Oklahoma boys, 
who aren’t trying to 
impress anyone except 
themselves. 

For the past four 
months, All-American 
Rejects have been hard 
at work finishing their 
third full-length release, 
shooting music videos, 
re-inventing Britney Spears’ “Womanizer” 
for a Yahoo campaign (YouTube that one) 
and rehearsing for their first national head- 
lining tour. So when RedEye asked lead sing- 
er/bassist Tyson Ritter what he was doing 
hours before he hit the stage in Kansas City, 
he said, “Just, uh, relaxing.” 

The band has earned relaxation time 


after spending 2 V2 years on the road while 
writing the follow-up to their album “Move 
Along,” in addition to spending another six 
months recording their latest, “When the 
World Comes Down.” 

Smashing onto the pop-rock scene in 
2003 with their hit single “Swing, Swing,” 
AAR won hearts in 2005 
with “Move Along,” “Dirty 
Little Secret” and the prom- 
theme rock ballad, “It Ends 
Tonight.” But the Rejects felt 
they needed to approach the 
new album a bit differently 
than past efforts. 

“We had to push ourselves 
to a brink, and it definitely 
teetered on this whole thing 
imploding— and I feel like you have to 
go there every time,” Ritter said. “With 
‘Move Along,’ it was kind of us versus the 
label— this time it was kind of us versus 
ourselves.” 

The Rejects’ first single off the new 
record, “Gives You Hell,” hit No. i on 
Top 40 radio and has been downloaded 


more than 1.7 million times. Plans for drop- 
ping the next single are in the works; the 
band just finished shooting the video for 
“The Wind Blows.” 

“Yeah, we just did the video and it’s gonna 
be a sexy bastard,” Ritter said, laughing. “It’s 
gonna be the video where the Rejects show 
a little bit of their ‘chesticles.’ It gets pretty 
hot and heavy” 

“When the World Comes Down” shows 
a different side of the Rejects— infusing 
orchestral arrangements, acoustic guitars 
paired with auxiliary instruments, choir- 
inspired backing vocals and a first-time 
male/female duet. 

“Our producer, Erik Valentine, has such 
an eclectic nature, which melded great with 
our eclectic nature,” Ritter said. “This is the 
record we put every bit of our life source 
into and it’s finally happening. It’s finally 
our turn. 

“The ‘I Wanna Rock Tour’ is going to be 
up close and personal. We hope this is the 
tour Rejects fans will brag about seeing for 
years to come.”

The category is “Chicago game show 
contestants” for $800. 

The answer: Last March, she arrived 
for a taping of a game show without 
enough cash to pay her cab fare to Navy 
Pier but ended up $38,000 richer.

Check the show’s Web site to find out how 
to apply and when and where nationwide 
casting calls are held, (“Jeopardy!” for example 
periodically offers an online test,) 

Most have similar eligibility rules: 
Contestants should be at least 18 years old, 
should not have appeared on that game show 
before or within a specific time frame and 
should not have been on a game show, dating 
show or reality show in the last year— or three 
shows in the last 10 years.

Past contestant DeepakTamasker’s answer: 
the game show, because “it’s an unlimited uni- 
verse,” 

He almost didn’t get the chance to find out, 
however. He got a call from the show two 
weeks before his all-important law exam and 
had to decline the opportunity to appear, 

“I figured this {was] my chance, I blew it,” 
saidTamasker, a 31-year-old attorney living in 
Avondale, Luckily, he received an invitation 
again several months later to come on the 
show and accepted. 

Though he didn’t study quite as hard as 
he did for the bar, he crammed information 
from an almanac and practiced “buzzing in” 
using a click-pen. 

His practice paid off He won two games 
and $25,401 on episodes that aired in

Another “Jeopardy!” contestant. Matt 
Kohlstedt, flipped through trivia books, 
studied lists of books and authors and 
brushed up on Inauguration Day trivia 
because his episode was set to air around 
the time Barack Obama was sworn into 
office.

Winners have to pay taxes on prizes, and might not 
get their checks right after taping the show “Wheel of 
Fortune,” for instance, says winners receive their cash or 
prizes within 120 days after the show airs. 

So how do winning contestants spend the money? 

Thorpe Schoenle, 39, a firefighter 
who lives in Garfield Ridge, used 
the $464,000 he won on “Deal or 
No Deal” in 2006 to install a pool 
and a play-set in his backyard, take 
a trip to Disney W^rld and pay for 
his children’s education.
